This 
praftice,  lo  wholefome  and  laTutary,  wav 
one  of  the  mod  influential  means eiq^|p*-td 
in  bringing  about  that  glorious  rev 
which  edablidied  our  independence 
was  againft  thefe  meetings,  therefore,  that 
the  (Irong  arm  of  royal  power  was  eleva- 
ted, in-the  year  feventceii  hundred  and 
feventy-four,  and  they  were  prohibited 
under  fevere  penalties.  H'ad  the  Britidi 
niiniflry  of  that  day  attended  to  the  voice 
of  the  people  fo  expreffed,  they  would 
have  avoided  the  evils,  which  they  had  af- 
terwards fo  much  reafon  to  deplore.  The 
expreffion  of  the  public  fentiment  has  be- 
come  neceffary  to  counteraft  the  errors  and 
mifreprefentations  ofthofe  who  have  falfe- 
ly  inculcated  upon  the  adminidration  of 
the  general  government,  a belief  that  the 
meatures  they  were  purfuing  were  fatis- 
faftory  to  the  public,  from  the  fiipprtffion 
of  thefe  meetings  would  liberty  have  more 
to  apprehend  than  from  any  other  caufe 
whatever.  From  fuch  a caufe  diould^d^ 
mofi  dread  “ the  overturning  the  fpleiCw 


edifice  erefted  by  the  w ifdom  and  tuHr-'al 
our  fathers.”  A privilege  fo  wifely  f?. 
cured  by  our  conditution,  we  cannot  hefi- 
tate  to  declare,  the  citizens  of  Massaebu- 
setts  will  never  refign. 

VVe  are  perfeftly  aware  that  “ mifrepre- 
lentations,  groundlefs  fufpicions,  violent 
and  Inilircriminates  abul'e,”  ar^  the  rank 


fuch  an  iifurpation  might  from  various  can-  . 
fes  endure  for  a time,  the  rcturiiing  good 
fenfe  of  the  people  would  eventually  re- 
dore  theeqiiilibiium  Sc  efftftually  prevent 
thofe  tempeduous  feenes  wliich  your  hon- 
or has  fo  eloquently  deferihrd.  ‘ ' The  im- 
portance and  the  intereding  and  perilous 
nature  of  the  crifis”  have  exc'ilcJ  tlie  mod 
alarming  itflcftion.  in  our  minds,  and  we 
doubt  not  that  everymemher  of  the  l.egif- 
lature  will  devote  hinfclf  to  the  arduous  _ 
yet  neceffary  duty  of  “dcvifing  fome  rcc^ 
onciling  expedient  to  quiet  the  agitated 
minds  of  our  citizens,  and  relieve  them  * * 
from  the  weight  of  thefe  unconditutional 
redriftions. 

'I  he  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  derive 
peculiar  lalisfaclion  incontcmplating  the. 
patrioiifm,  order  and  decipline  of  our  mi- 
litia. and  look  with  confidence  to  this  ef- 
tablilhnient  lor  a fiire  defence  of  their 
countiy  ai  d its  rights. — Such  a hiilwark 
vyill  always  lender  “ daxding  armies  in 
timesof  peace”  unn.-erffary  for  proteftion  ; 
and  inadequate  for  iifiirpatinn  or  fiibiec- 
tion  at  any  time.  So  long  as  the  iriiiiia 
ryllem  fliall  he  deemed  fufceptible  of  im- 
provement, fo  long  will  it  be  the  vavorite 
ohjeft  of  Legiflative  aid,  and  (hall  meet 
the  early  and  perfevering  attention  of  the 
Houfe  of  reprefvntatives. — So  far  ss  it 
lie?  in  our  power  we  will  take  care  that  it

alfo  to  thofe  military  judgment?,  (upon, 
which  depend  the  pride  and  honor  of  a fol- 
dier)  w ill  teiidgreatly  to  ir.fpire  confidence 
in  our  ofliccrs,  to  procure  obedience  in- 
their  men,  and  reftore  to  the  fydem  that 
harmony  which  conditiites  its  pertrftion.
